Thoughts and Meditations 
from the Scriptures 


LAUGHTER 

“A cheerful heart is good medicine, but a crushed 
spirit dries up the bones. ” - Proverbs 17:22 

Why do we laugh? To say that we laugh because we 
find something funny begs the question why we find things 
funny. We may laugh for a variety of reasons, and not always 
because something is funny, since we laugh sometimes 
when we are nervous or in other situations where we are 
essentially “breaking the ice.” Plato and Aristotle thought 
that we laughed because we felt superior in some way to 
the object of our laughter, whereas Kant thought that we 
laughed when something seemed incongruous. A good 
joke, according to Kant, raises certain expectations and 
then dashes those expectations at the punch line. Modem 
theories of humor tend to side more with Kant, some of 
them speculating that when social norms are violated in 
a way that isn’t overly threatening we find it funny. And 
indeed, most jokes break some mles of propriety and if 
we don’t find that violation too offensive, we’re likely to 
laugh. We are wise to think carefully before telling a joke, 
making sure it doesn’t make someone in the audience 
the object of ridicule. In any case, we ought not to take 
ourselves too seriously, and should take every opportunity 
to laugh. - Christopher Simon

Reduce Stress to Prevent Child 
Abuse during the holidays 

Report suspected abuse to (877) KYSAEE1 


Stress can increase dur¬ 
ing the holidays, even in the 
most loving of families. And 
that can put some children at 
risk for abuse. 

With children home 
from school, holiday travel 
and seasonal shopping and 
associated expenses, parents 
can get frazzled more easily 
than usual. What is typically 
a fun and joyful time for chil¬ 
dren can become devastating 
when parents or caregivers 
cope with stress by becom¬ 
ing abusive. 

The Kentucky Cabi¬ 
net for Health and Family 
Services (CHFS), the state 
agency charged with child 
and adult protection, reminds 
adults to keep their cool this 
winter when it comes to dis¬ 
ciplining kids. 

“Parents enjoy spending 
time with their children, but 
frustration can escalate dur¬ 
ing times of high stress,” said 
Teresa James, commissioner 
of the CHFS Department for 
Community Based Services 
(DCBS). “It’s never OK to 
hit a child.” 

When parents are up¬ 
set with a child’s behavior, 
a tried-and-true method to 
regain composure is leaving 
the room and counting to 10, 
James said. 

“Once you return to your 
child, stay composed and 
speak in a calm voice,” she 
said. “Keep a clear head so 
you can appropriately dis¬ 
cipline for unacceptable be¬ 
havior.” 

Teach children how to 
communicate, James said. 
Ask them to talk about what’s 
bothering them rather than 
reacting by hitting or yell¬ 
ing. Model this behavior, and 
ask other adults around your 
children to do the same. 

“Children are usually 
better behaved when their 
parents and caregivers are 
happier and more relaxed,” 
James said. 

If you’re under stress, 
talking to someone is an easy 
and effective outlet, James 
said. Looking to other par¬ 
ents for advice helps moth¬ 
ers, fathers and other care¬ 


givers feel less isolated in 
their problems, she said. 

“Sometimes just being 
able to appropriately express 
anger and frustration can 
help ease tension,” she said. 
“Technology can even play a 
part in helping relieve stress. 
There are plenty of online 
support groups and weblogs 
where parents can see they 
are not alone.” 

Likewise, you can give 
other parents a break by of¬ 
fering to listen. 

James said staff at county 
DCBS offices may help par¬ 
ents by finding resources to 
deal with the problems that 
may cause stress, such as the 
loss of a job. Community re¬ 
sources are often available to 
assist families who need help 
with services like utilities, 
child care or job training. 

“The local offices can 
assist with referrals to appro¬ 
priate agencies,” James said.

in your county. 

Drug and alcohol abuse 
may increase during the holi¬ 
days, leading to an increase 
of child safety risk. Families 
who need help with these 
issues can get information 
about prevention resources 
from the CHFS Department 
for Behavioral Health, De¬ 
velopmental and Intellec¬ 
tual Disabilities’ Substance 
Abuse Prevention Program 
at http ://dbhdid.ky.gov/dbh/ 
sa.aspx. 

Prevent Child Abuse 
Kentucky (PCAK), one of 
the cabinet’s community 
partners, is a statewide non¬ 
profit agency whose mission 
is to prevent the abuse and 
neglect of Kentucky’s chil¬ 
dren through its outreach. 

“Abuse and neglect are 
associated with short- and 
long-term consequences that 
affect not only the child and 
family, but also society as a 
whole,” PCAK Executive 
Director Jill Seyfred said. 
“PCAK gives parents and 
caregivers expert guidance 
on child safety. We’re proud 


to be one of DCBS’ partners 
in prevention.” 

PCAK offers a toll-free 
hotline that provides infor¬ 
mation and referrals to help 
prevent child abuse. If you 
are a parent or caregiver 
and need a listening ear, call 
(800) CHILDREN, or visit 
PCAK online at www.pcaky. 
org. 

James said it takes ef¬ 
fort from entire communities 
to stop abuse and neglect. 
Kentuckians should remem¬ 
ber that if they even suspect 
child abuse or neglect, they 
must report it. “It’s the law,” 
she said. 

Last year more than 
34,000 reports of abuse met 
criteria for investigation, and 
more than 9,900 of those 
were substantiated. 

Call your local police 
or the cabinet’s child abuse 
hotline at (877) KYSAFE1 
-(877) 597-2331 - to report 
suspected abuse. Callers will 
remain anonymous. 
Parenting Tips 

When you feel you need 
to discipline your child with a 
timeout or punishment, keep 


these tips from Prevent Child 
Abuse Kentucky in mind. 

• Get some space. If you 
are so upset that you feel like 
screaming — or more — leave 
the room. Say, “I’m so angry; 
I need a minute to think.” 
Then leave the room or send 
your child to his room so you 
can calm down and regroup. 
You’ll get yourself under 
control, and it’s a good ex¬ 
ample for your children. 

• Be quick. Catch your 
child in the act. Delayed re¬ 
actions dilute the effect of 
the punishment. 

• Use selectively. Use 
timeout for talking back, hit¬ 
ting and safety-compromis¬ 
ing problems. Don’t overuse 
it. 

• Keep calm. Your anger 
only adds fuel to the fire and 
changes the focus from the 
behavior of the child to your 
anger. This prevents you 
from being in control. 

• Stick with it. Once you 
dole a punishment or say 
“timeout,” don’t back down 
or be talked out of it. If you 
decide to use timeout to con¬ 
trol hitting, for example, use 
it every time your child hits, 
even if he spends most of the 
day in timeout. Eventually, 
he’ll decide that it’s more fun 
to play without hitting than 
to sit alone in his room.

Having read a Sports In 
Kentucky column a few weeks 
ago about Bill Mazeroski sell¬ 
ing his memorabilia, Johnny 
Lyles of St. Joseph, Tennessee 
(population 590) shared a Gee 
Whiz story. 

“In 19671 signed a contract 
with the California Angels and 
was traded to the Pittsburgh 
Pirates in the fall of 1968, and 
went to spring training with the 
big club. 

“The most amazing thing 
that had ever happened in my 
life at the time, my locker was 
next to Roberto Clemente and 
across from Bill Mazeroski. 
For a boy from St. Joseph, Tenn 
(population 590), I was in base¬ 
ball heaven.” 

“One Saturday after work¬ 
outs, Lyles and a friend went to 
Freddie’s Lounge in Bradenton, 
a popular Pirate players hang¬ 
out. 

“We got there late and the 
place was packed,” Lyles wrote. 
“We were looking for a place to 
sit, have a bite to eat, but there 
were no vacant tables. Then 
someone yelled to get our at¬ 
tention and invited us to sit with 
them. Was Maz and his wife 
(Milene). Couple young rook¬ 
ies would dine with them. How 
many super stars would have 
done that? 

“The conversation turned 
to my birthday (21 that day) and 
during the band’s break Bill got 
up, went over to talk to the lead 
singer. When the band came 
back on stage the leader got ev¬ 
eryone’s attention and said, ‘we 
have a special guest with us to¬ 
night. A Pittsburgh Pirate who’s 
celebrating his 21st birthday.’

KYFarm Bureau concludes 94 th annual 
meeting with adoption of policy 


Kentucky Farm Bureau 
(KFB) concluded its 94th 
annual meeting here today 
with its Board of Directors 
approving condensed lists of 
priority issues for 2014. The 
organization’s delegates ad¬ 
opted policy positions at its 
business session on Friday. 

Most of KFB’s chief con¬ 
cerns are ongoing, including 
maintaining funding for the 
state’s agricultural develop¬ 
ment initiative and oppos¬ 
ing any attempt to freeze the 
state real property tax rate. 
Kentucky’s rural road fund 
and hefty wildlife population 
were other topics given top 
attention. 

KFB calls for continuing 
the 22.2 percent allocation of 
state gasoline tax revenue for 
rural roads. This longstand¬ 
ing policy has come to the 
forefront due to discussions 
about changing the formula. 

“Our need to transport 
farm commodities to the mar¬ 
ketplace safely and quickly 
has never been more vital,” 
explained KFB President 
Mark Haney, who operates 
an orchard, roadside market 
and cattle farm in Pulaski 
County. “The road fund also 
ensures that the economy of 
rural Kentucky remains a 
key component to the over¬ 
all strength of the Common¬ 
wealth.” 

The huge deer popula¬ 
tion has become a nuisance to 
Kentucky farmers, prompt¬ 
ing KFB to explore legisla¬ 
tive solutions. 

“We’re going to take a 
more proactive approach dur¬ 
ing this legislative session,” 
said Haney. “We’re still de¬ 
veloping a strategy, with the 
aim of getting something 


done to reduce the deer herd. 
It’s a statewide problem.” 

Tax policies topped the 
list on the state legislative 
agenda, with emphasis on a 
statement expressing con¬ 
tinued support for preserv¬ 
ing the current property tax 
law which limits annual rev¬ 
enue from property taxes to 
no more than a four percent 
hike, plus new growth. This 
provision was a key part of 
House Bill 44 which KFB 
worked hard to see enacted 
in 1979. 

KFB also wants to en¬ 
sure that the state sales tax 
exemption for production 
agriculture is not impacted 
by any tax reform package. 
Additionally, it has policy 
to extend the exemption to 
production items used in the 
equine and poultry indus¬ 
tries. 

“The exemption is very 
important to the bottom lines 
of our farmers,” said Haney. 
“Another aspect to consider 
is the potential impact on 
the Kentucky businesses that 
sell these inputs to farmers. 
Eliminating this exemption 
would likely prompt many 
farmers to make their pur¬ 
chases from businesses in 
surrounding states.” 

Tobacco taxes are on 
the radar, with opposition to 
any increases or regulatory 
requirements that would put 
Kentucky at a disadvantage 
with surrounding states. 

Other fiscal priorities in¬ 
clude continued funding of 
the Soil Erosion and Water 
Quality Cost-Share Program 
and new facilities for the 
Breathitt Veterinary Center 
in Hopkinsville.

Frankfort Focus 

A Legislative Perspective on the Kentucky 
General Assembly 
State Rep. Mike Denham 



Of all the gifts that Benja¬ 
min Franklin gave us, one of 
the most far-reaching has to 
be establishing the forerunner 
of our country’s public librar¬ 
ies. 

They have been a main¬ 
stay in Kentucky almost from 
the beginning, when they first 
opened in 1795 at what is 
now Transylvania University 
in Lexington. Some histo¬ 
rians believe it was also the 
first outside of the 13 original 
colonies. 

Within a year, that library 
had 400 books on its shelves, 
and by 1816, there were more 
than 4,000. Several dozen 
other communities across 
the commonwealth followed 
suit in the years leading up 
to the Civil War, using paid 
subscriptions - usually $5 a 
person - and local lotteries to 
cover the costs. 

Toward the end of the 
1800s, when a fourth of 
Kentuckians 10 and older 
still could not read, the state 
pushed to expand library ser¬ 
vices beyond our cities. A 
Louisville literary club formed 
the “Traveling Book Project” 
in 1887, for example, while in 
1910, the Kentucky Federa¬ 
tion of Women’s Clubs gave 
the state 100 traveling librar¬ 
ies stocked with 5,000 books, 
a boon for rural areas where 
reading material beyond the 
Bible and textbooks was rare. 


Two-and-a-half decades 
later, a program begun under 
PresidentFranklinRoosevelt’s 
New Deal program contin¬ 
ued that outreach mission in 
Eastern Kentucky through the 
Pack Horse Library Project, 
which had up to 30 mobile 
libraries during its relatively 
short eight-year history. 

They served thousands of 
citizens who lived in some of 
the most remote areas of the 
state, and the women who 
made this possible often trav¬ 
eled up to 20 miles a day by 
horse or mule, earning only 
$28 a month. 

All of this work laid the 
foundation for the modern 
era of the bookmobile, which 
next fall will celebrate 60 
years of service. The Friends 
of Kentucky Libraries and the 
Kentucky Library Associa¬ 
tion kicked this off in 1954 at 
the Kentucky State Fair with 
a mile-long parade of more 
than 80 vehicles and 600,000 
books. 

Today, there are still more 
than 75 bookmobiles serving 
the state, and more than 200 
library facilities whose book 
holdings now number in the 
millions. 

Earlier this year, the 
House and Senate took time 
to recognize the incomparable 
work of our libraries, noting 
that 2.5 million Kentuckians

have library cards. One na¬ 
tional ranking says only 14 
states have more libraries per 
person, and only three states’ 
libraries boast a higher per¬ 
centage of internet-connected 
computers. 

No discussion of libraries 
would be complete without 
pointing out Kentucky’s many 
contributions to the world of 
literature. In the 1800s, for 
example, Lexington’s Wil¬ 
liam Wells Brown became the 
country’s first African-Ameri¬ 
can novelist, and the common¬ 
wealth plays a prominent role 
in Harriet Beecher Stowe’s 
“Uncle Tom’s Cabin,” which 
was that century’s best-selling 
novel and has close ties to our 
area. 

In 1903, meanwhile, five 
of the top 10 books on the 
Publisher’s Weekly bestsell¬ 
ers list were written by Ken¬ 
tuckians, according to “A 
New History of Kentucky.” 
A little more than a decade 
later, Springfield’s Elizabeth 
Madox Roberts’ first novel 
was hailed by the New York 
Times, and she was compared 
favorably to such well-known 
authors as Ernest Hemingway 
and Sinclair Lewis. 

Some of Kentucky’s most 
famous authors began earn¬ 
ing national recognition dur¬ 
ing the 1920s and 1930s, a 
list that includes Jesse Stuart, 
Harriette Arnow and Todd 
County’s Robert Penn Warren, 
who would be the first person 
to win Pulitzer Prizes in both 
fiction writing and poetry. 

In one sense, libraries are 
obviously much different than 
those that existed more than 
two centuries ago, but their 
core mission - to foster a love 
of reading and to help define 
and preserve a community’s 
identity - remains the same. 
No matter what gains technol¬ 
ogy may bring, I am confident 
that will never change. 

We’re blessed in our re¬ 
gion to have wonderful librar¬ 
ies in Bracken, Fleming, Ma¬ 
son and Robertson counties, 
all of which have staff always 
ready to tackle whatever ques¬ 
tion may be at hand. I encour¬ 
age people to stop in and take 
advantage of what our local 
libraries offer.
